The Gettysburg airport is one of 
2.834 in the nation that are recom­ 
mended for improvements in the 
next five years in a report sub­ 
mitted to Congress Monday in a 
National Airport Plan prepared 
by the Federal Aviation Agency. 
The report, which recommends 
construction of 465 new airports in 
addition to improvements for the 
2.834 existing airports, was sub­ 
mitted by N. E. Halaby, FAA ad­ 
ministrator. He said the total cost 
of the program would be $1.1 bil­ 
lion. 
Hallaby emphasized, however, 
that neither the federal govern­ 
ment nor the state or local govern­ 
ments. which usually share air­ 
port construction or improvement 
costs, are committed to the pro­ 
gram. 
The recommendations for the 
Gettysburg airport include land, 
site preparation, construction of 
runway, taxiway and apron and 
lighting. 
There 
are 
identical 
recom­ 
mendations for the Devener air­ 
port at Hanover. 
The report recommends con­ 
struction of a new airport at Har­ 
risburg and the improvement of 
the Harrisburg-York airport by 
extending the primary runway and 
taxiway, 
resurfacing 
secondary 
runway and taxiways, expanding 
the apron, lighting and obstruction 
removal. 
There are no recommendations 
for York but for Sunset airport at 
Chambersburg there are recom­ 
mendations similar to those for 
Gettysburg 


Dr. Robert L. Bloom, professor 
of history at Gettysburg College, 
spoke to the Women’s Democratic 
Hub of Adams County Monday 
evening at the YWCA on 'Women 
in the Chil War ” He divided his 
topic under the headings: 'The 
girls they left behind them and 
the girls who refused to be left 
behind.” 
The Civil War brought women 
out of the seclusion of home life 
to form organizations to help 
the men, he said. They acted as 
recruiting agents, presented flags 
and held farewell programs sim­ 
ilar to the one held here on Sat­ 
urday. formed all types of or­ 
ganizations to help the men. Tliey 
held sanitary fairs to raise money 
to finance the United States San­ 
itary Commission. They formed 
the 
Ladies’ 
Aid# 
.Association, 
which combined the work of our 
modern day USO. Red Cross and 
Salvation Army. This association 
raised money to support the wives 
and children left behind, too. 
Women filled the gap left by the 
men by working in the fields and 
in the factories, for the first time 
as 
clerks 
in 
government and 
teachers in the south. They had 
to cope with ever increasing costs 
of living and especially in the 
fouth danger from physical in­ 
vasion. The women were more 
devoted to the cause than men, 
he added. 
“Some women refused to stay 
home. They acted as nurses. They 
were untrained and unwanted by 
both the soldiers and doctors, but 
continued to work at the peril 
of physical danger to themselves. 
Among the moist noted of these 
were Clara Barton, who later 
founded the Red Cross and Doro­ 
thea Dix, who was superintendent 
of Women Nurses during the war. 
Her qualifications for a nurse 
were 30 years of age or ov«*r, 
homely of face, plain of dress 
and strong enough to turn a man 
over alone. Other women acted 
as spies. They were more de­ 
voted and more ingenious than 
men spies: also, if detected they 
were less likely to be killed,” he 
•aid.

two punches to land one — make 
up his mind. 
IN NO HURRY 
“I’ve had a couple of good job 
offers,” Carmen said, “but I don’t 
want to talk about them until I 
make up my mind which one I’ll 
take.

The elder Grynsxpan was a thin 
frail little figure of 75 as he tes­ 
tified in Yiddish. 
Even after 23 years, his voice 
shrilled and he trembled as he 
recounted the events of the night 
of Ort, 27, 1936. 
hi Hannover, 
Germany. 
"About 8 o'clock at night,” he 
said, "a policeman came to our 
home He told us we were all to 
come with him. that we .should 
take our passports but nothing 
else.

Later a contract for planning service was entered into with 
Fels Institute of Local and State Government from the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania, by which the institute would receive the 
sum of $7,000. of which the government was to pay one half, the 
other half to be raised by the enactment of a tax on admission 
to places of amusements. The rate of tax was 2 cents (2 per 
cent* on each dollar collected. This was enacted on October 
6, 1959. 


Members of the Township Planning Commission and Zoning 
Advisory Committee have worked nearly two years without pay 
for a proposed zoning ordinance for Cumberland Township. These 
proposals are now ready for Public Hearings. I only think it 
proper at this time that the Citizens of the Township be given 
these hearings to determine and learn what has been done with 
the money and time spent on this work. 


This is your Township and all facts should be learned before 
hasty decisions are reached. 


Finally, if and when the Planning Commission, after hearing 
and changes, presents its Zoning Plan to the Township Supervi­ 
sors, I will then, and only then, make a decision on the proposed 
ordinance, and I assure you I will vote for that which the large 
majority of the people of the Township desire. I represent no 
faction, but only the desires and welfare of all the people whom I 
represent.
